M arquette, March 0.—A fearful dyn­ 
amite explosion ocenred this forenoon 
about Urn minutes past 9 o’clock at the 
mills of tile Lake Superior Powder com­ 
pany, some three miles northwest from 
the city, iu which a packing house cou- 
taiuing a bm and a half of giant (lowlier 
was toru to atoms aud four men em. 
ployed therein kl Heil instantly. 
The 
shock was distinctly felt aud heard here 
aud produced a momentary sensation of 
alarm, rocking buildings aud rattling 
windows violently. The Sentinel cor­ 
respondent quickly surmised the nature 
of tho disaster, aud was soon on the 
grouud, where a sickening sight met his 
view. The packing house was tom to 
shreds a m i scattered over alout four 
acres of the ground surrounding its site, 
while here aud there among the debris 
could be 
seen 
small 
pieces of 
charred aud blackened human Hest, all 
that remained of the men who lint an 
hour before were full of vigorous life. 
The men killed were Peter Doyle, dias, 
Hatch, Herman Eckstrom and a Cornish­ 
man whose name ct rn Id not lie learned, 
he having only gone to work in the fac­ 
tory the previous Friday. No cause can 
Im* assigned for the accident, as the ut­ 
most care has been taken by tho com­ 
pany to guard against explosions since 
the disaster there in September last, in 
which eleven men were killed.

No blame 
attaches to the Company in the minds of 
our people, las it is known that every 
precaution that experience that experi­ 
ence aud foresight could suggest had 
been taken by the management ainee 
the catastrophe of last September to 
guard against danger to its property and 
employes from this source.
